WASHINOTON, Sept. 22.—President 


Arthur bu jut taken the otih of office 


the marble room at the capitol, in 


tbo presence of the members of the 
cabinet, the justices of tie supreme 
conn, a few senators and members of 
the house of representatives—all who 
eonld be notified this morning in time 
« be present Tfaeu wen present alio 
Jeneral Sherman, Qeneral Grant, Rear 
Admiral Nichols, Hon. Hannibal Ham- 
in, Qeneral Beale and a few others. 
Phis step was taken after a conference 
between the President, Secretary Blaine 
and the attorney general. Very few 
arsons knew that the oath was to be 
tdministered nntil the ceremony w»s 
over. The President and members ot 
the cabinet had assembled in the mar- 
lie room shortly before 12 o'clock. 
Chief Justice Wake, in his full robes 
of office, accompanied by the associate 
rmices, proceeded from the supreme 
court room to the inarble room. The 
doom were immediately closed, and 
without any formality, President Arthur 
arose, and standing upon one side of 
the centre table, with Chief Justice 
Waite on the other, took the oath of 
office. 


The President's manner was calm 


and composed, and Ins response, "so 
aelp me Qod," was in a firm tone and 
without a tremor. 
The President then 


read from manuscript notes the follow- 
ing 


For the fourth time in the history of 


he republic, its chief magistrate has 
>een removed by death. All hearts 
are filled with grief and horror at the 
lideoua crime which has darkened our 
and, and the memory of the murdered 
President, his protracted sufferings, his 
unyielding fortitude, the eiample and 
achievements ol his life, and the pathos 
of hit death, will forever illumine the 
pages of our history. 


For the fourth time the officer elect- 


ed by the people, and ordained by the 
constitution to fill the vacancy so cre- 
ated, is called to assume the executive 
chair. The wisdom of our fathers, fore- 
seeing even the most dire possibilities, 
made sure that the government should 
never be imperiled because of the un- 
certainty of human life. 
Men may die, 


but the fabrics of our free institutions 
remain unshaken. No higher or more 
assuring proof could exist of the 
strength and permancncyof popular gov- 
ernment than the fact that, though the 
chosen ojf the people be struck down, 
his constitutional successor is peaceful 
ly installed without shook or strain ex- 
o«pt the sorrow which mourns the be- 
reavement. All the noble aspirations 
of my lamented predecessor, which 
found expression io his life; the meas- 
ures devised and suggested during his 
brief administration to correct abuses 
and enforce economy; to advance the 
prosperity acd promote the general 
welfare; to insure domestic security 
and maintain friendly and honorable 
relations with the options of the earth, 
will be garn«red in'tbe hearts of the 
people, and it will be my earnest en- 
deavor to profit, and to see that the 
nation shall profit, by his example and 
experience. 
Prosperity blesses oar 


country; our fiscal policy is fixed by 
law. is well grounded and is generally 
approved. 
No threatening issue mars 


our foreign intercourse, and the wisdom, 
integrity and thrift of our people may 
be trusted to continue undisturbed the 
present assured car-er of peace, frater- 
nity and welfare. The gloom and inx- 
iety which have enshrouded the coun- 
try must make repose especially wel- 
come now. No demand for speedy 
legislation has been heard, no adequate 
occasion is apparent fnr an unusual 
session of congress. The constitution 
defines the functions and powers of the 
executive as clearly as tlio-ie of either 
of tke olbtr departments of the KOVC 
ment, and he must answer lor the just 
exercise of the discretion it permits, 
and the performance of the duties it 
imposes 
Summoned to these high 


duties and responsibilities, and pro- 
foundly conscious of their magnitude 
and gravity, I assume the trout imposed 
by the eoMtitntion, relying for aid on 
divine guidance, and the virtue, patriot- 
ism and intelligence of the American 
people. 


After the reading of the address by 


the president, Secretary Blaine stepped 
forward and grasped the president's 
hand, and after him the other members 
of the cabinet and all present shook 
hands with the president. 


Ex-President Hayes arrived at th« 


capitol aoon after the ceremony of tak- 
ing the oath was concluded, and, in 
company with General Grant, shortly 
afterward left the eapitol. 


A meeting of the cabinet occurred 


immediately after the ceremony of ad- 
ministering the oath, and continued till 
1:30 o'clock. 


A proclamation was prepared ant 


signed by the president, designating 
Monday, the 26th inst, die day upon 
which the funeral take* plaee, as a day 
of 
fasting, humiliation and prayer 


throughout the country.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22—10:30 a, m. 


—The remains ol the late 1'resdient 
Garfield, now lying in state in the ro- 
tunda ol, the capitol, have, up to this 
hour, been viewed by over 25,000 per- 
sons. 
During the entire night a steady 


stream of humanity poured through the 
capitol building to take a last look.— 
5,000 to 8,000 people are now in two 
lines from the east to the Iront of the 
capitol and for a long distance up Kast 
Capitol street, and are passing through 
the east door of the rotunda, one on 
either side of the remains, and out 
through the west door, at the rate of 
about 4,000 an hour. Among those 
who took a last look at the fact- of the 
dead president this morning were a 
number of Sisters of Charity and sev- 
eral bundled Catholic orphans from St. 
Vincent's and St. Joseph's Orphan Asy- 
lums. Many persons from Baltimore 
and Philadelphia arrived here to view 
tbe remains. 
^ 


From 8 o'clock the crowd has con- 


stantly increased, and has been passing 
the bier at the rate of sixty a minute. 
At 11 o'clock there was a dense mass of 
people in front of tbe main steps on 
the east front, extending two squares 
up East Capitol street. 


People are flocking to the city. 


Every incoming train on the several 
railroads is heavily freighted with those 
coming to testify their profound sorrow 
at the nation's bereavement. 


Four 
elaaborate 
and 
exquisitely 


beautiful flower pieces were received 
from the white house, and have been 
placed at the head of the bier. 
Other 


floral tributes have also been received 
and placed about the catafalque. 


The body will lie in state until Fri- 


day noon, when seats will be placed in 
the rotunda for those who will be ad- 
mitted to attend the funeral services, 
which will take place at 3 o'clock that 
afternoon*. 
Rev. Frederick Power, pas- 


tor of the deceased President, will offi- 
ciate. Tbe space will accommodate 
about 1,580 people, and only that num- 
ber of tickets will be issued. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 —The cabinet 


to day, through Secretary Blaine, ten 
dered their resignations to President 
Arthur at the cabinet meeting at tbe 
capitol after the President was sworn 
in. Tbe act Was accompanied by an 
expression of the warmest sentiments 
ol personal regard, and the President 
was given to understand tbat the mem- 
bers of the cabinet desired only to re- 
lieve him of all embarrassment without 
regard to past political event?. The 
President, without formality, said that 
he did not desire to accept the tendered 
resignations and would esteem it a per 
sonal favor if they would continue in 
the discharge of their duties. 
The 


condition of public business and sensi- 
tiveness of the public mind, in view of 
the great national bereavement, war- 
ranted him in asLing ihn indulgence at 
their hands. 


Secretary Itlaine assured tbe Prem- 


dent that he could depend upon them 
to use their best efforts to tranquiliee 
the country and to aid hitn in the per- 
formance of bis duties in the present 
trying circumstances. It is understood 
however that the resignations have not 
been formally declined or accepted, but 
that the cabinet will simply continue to 
discharge their duties until a more 
suitable time arrives for the decision of 
the question of tbeir retention. It may 
safely be said tbat before the close ol 
next week ajproclamation will be issued 
by tbe President calling tbe senate in 
executive session. Tbe time fixed will 
be not later than the 18th of October. 
It is understood that the President was 
averse to the calling ol the aeasion, but 
hat yielded to weight of senatorial 
opinion, which bu been freely expressed 
during yesterday and to day. In de- 
clining to accept the resignations of 
the cabinet,' President Arthur did not 
commit bimislf to anything definite. 
He remarked that under tbe present 
eireanutaneet he could not be expected 
to give his attention to national affairs, 
except such as demand consideration, 
and, therefore, any thought to the sub- 
ject of selecting his advisers. His te- 
•uat was that the pneeut cabinet eos> 


ia the discharge of their diiiea, 


leaving the qoMtion of ntigiatiM M- 
til such time aj he etm datmusw what 
is beit for him to do. Senator Jhwee 
called upee President Artktr to-day. 
He strongly advised the oalfiig of u 
executive session. In conversation he 
pointed out that no political remit 
would be affected by an early session. 
The senate is now Democratic, bat it 
is no mote so than it will be in Decem- 
ber. There could be, in his judgment, 
no donbt that a Democratic senator 
would be elected president of tbe sen- 
ale. 
He thought law and custom re- 


quired a president before any senator 
could be properly (worn in. It appear- 
ed to him almost as certain that a sec- 
retary would also be neoesssry to a 
proper organization of the body, eUe no 
forms! record of the election of a pres- 
ident could be made. The next busi- 
ness would be tbe admission oi the new 
senators from New York, and • success- 
or to Senator Burnside. 
Their admis- 


sion would constitute a question of the 
highest privilege. 
With these added to 


tbe Republican side there noald not be 
any changes in committees, even if tbe 
Democrat* should desire to change 
them, which in bis judgment is not at 
a|l likely. 
Neither party would peril 


its reputation with the country by in- 
dulging in another wrangle. Either 
would prefer to suffer a wrong rather 
than precipitate another dead-look with 
the presiding officer and secretary. The 
Democrats would make no contest for 
minor offices and these would probably 
be conceded to the Republicans, Pres- 
ident Arthur has determined not to re- 
side in the white home, at leait for 
several months, but will continue to 
make Senator Jones' bouse his home. 
The senator's family is on tbe Pacific 
coast, and will not be in Washington 
until January next, and the bouie has 
been accepted by the president as bis 
residence until that time, Senator Jones 
remaining as his guest. The white 
house will thoroughly overhauled and 
refitted 10 far as to make it suitable for 
publio offices of the president. Presi- 
dent Arthur will not again leave Wash- 
ington, except possibly to visit New 
York for a day, until the meeting of the 
senate. There is a great press of purejy 
routine business awaiting his action. 
Then are besides important appoint- 
ment* to be made, in the army and navy 
especially. There are seven vacanciei 
on the retired list of the former and 
several io tbe latter service. The vacancy 
on the supreme bench is an urgent case 
for executive action. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.— Queen Vic- 


toria cabled this morning to the British 
minister to have a floral tribute prepar- 
ed and presented in her name. 
It has 


just been received at the capital, and 
placed at the head of the bier of the 
president. 
It is very large, and an ex- 


quisite specimen of the florist's art. 
composed of white roses, smilax and 
stephanotis. It is accompanied by a 
mourning card bearing the following 
inscription 


"Queen Victoria to the memory of the 


late Preiident Oarfield, an -expression of 
her sorrow and sympathy with Mrs. Uar- 
field and the American nation."
